If people grew up emotionally as effortlessly as they 
grow up physically, life would be less difficult. 

Physically, people are like weeds; even in a most hos- 
tile environment man matures without much cultivation or 
care.

Reli- 
ance upon drugs or desire for unwarranted sympathy are not needed to buoy up the 
stable person. 

Do not let the all too prevalent disregard for authority and established traditions or 
the insistent demands for complete freedom, regardless of the consequences, lure you 
into thinking that these are the signs of maturity. 

The mature person can differentiate between what should be changed and what must 
remain unchanged and act accordingly.
